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The Slump in 
Everybody can tell the farmer 
how to farm; just as everybody 
can tell the editor how to run a 
newspaper. But there are some 
ways of running a newspaper 
that are better than others, and 
there are some ways of farming 
that are better than others.

The cattle raising industry in 
Alberta is in a bad way at present, 
owing to the terrible slump in 
prices. Any information that ean 
be given or suggestions t* + can 
be made towards bettem._at of 
conditions is worthy of attention. 

H. P. Kennedy, president of the 
Edmonton stock yards, discussed 
the cattle question in Alberta very 
fully and frankly at the board of 
trade luncheon yesterday. Mr. 
Kennedy’s business is the mark- 
eting of eattle én a large scale. 
To his hearers of yesterday he 
‘claimed experience in fitting cat- 
tle for market. He spoke with 
the knowledge of experience. 
There was no getting away from 
the fact that world prices for 
cattle had slumped. He did not 
suggest any method of increasing 
the prices to be paid by the ulti- 
mate consumer. But he pointed 
that it was not the consum- 
price that fixed the profit 
and loss to the producer. It was 
the relation of the cost of pro- 
duction to the consumers price. 
Beef is produced by feed. High 
priced feed and low priced beef 
meant loss to the producer. That 
the condition thro which

the cattle industry was passing; 
and it was most discouraging. 
But we had now arrived at a 
point at which the feed as well 
is the beef was low in price; anc 
he had figures to prove that at
